With the simplest riteA the body ( 
of Nicholes Frederic Brady. New 
York financier and prominent Catho- 
llo layman, waa laid away yesterday ^ 
in a crypt in the new Jesuit novitiate J 
near WemereviUe. j 

Brady's gift of more than $1,000,000 < 

made possible the building of the i 
novitiate in which he lies, a massive. 

, rambling building on a high, sunny ' 
hill on the rim of the Blue mountains. 
The placing of his body there yester* 
day was the first ceremony to be ' 
held In the building, which will not 
be dedicated until May 31. 

Although Brady died March 37. In 
New York, his burial there was only < 
temporary, the final obsequies being 
postponed until today to permit in- 
terment in the novitiate crypt. Just 
finished. 

On Special Train 
A funeral train of four cars, bear¬ 
ing Brady's body In a combination 
car draped special on the Inside with 
rich purple hangings, carried the ^ 
former chairman of the board of i 
the New York Edison company to Its | 
final resting place. Preliminary ser¬ 
vices were held at 6 a. m.. at the 
Church of 8t. Ignacius l^oyolA 
Eighty-Fourth street and Park ave¬ 
nue. New York. From the cliurch the 
cortege proceeded by the Twenty- 
Tliird street ferry to the Jer?iey City 
terminal of Uie Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, where Uie special train 
was waiting. 

Attached to the train w^ax Brady*s 
private car. ** Ad venturer." the rom- 
blnalicn baggage and passenger car | 
holding the body, a dining car. and , 
a day roach for the score or more 
of persons, outside relatives and ^ 
friends, atlached to the funeral 
party. The train slipped out of i 
the Jersey City terminal with few 
I kno«ving Its Tnl*«»lon.

The service In the little under¬ 
ground chapel, where the marble 
crypt IS built into a wall, was very 
brief. Rev. Delehant sang the mass. | 
a vested choir sang the "Benedictus." l 
candies guttered In the dimness of I 
; the tiny altar, and the ceremony was j 
I over. Not 13 mlutes after the com¬ 
pletion of the service, w*orkmcn had I 
I .coaled up. with a marble slab and a , 
1 bit of plaster, the $10,000 bronse i 
i casket Into the vault. All visible ^ 
that remained of the funeral after 
the sealing were two great crosses 
of gardenias and orchids in the vesU- 
oule. 

That tiny chapel win see another 
funeral, for before his death Nicholas; 
Brady provided that the crypt should 
' be used for ths burial of his wife.

Brady was chairman of the boajd 
of the New York Edlvon company 
and a director of the united Electric 
light and Power company. the Na¬ 
tional City company, llio National 
City bank, tlie AiiancoiKla company, 
and numerous other nnanclal and 
busbtess Institutions. He was mcoft- 
nised as one of the leading Catholic 
laymen of the United Btate'<. 

Fee Training Vcaog Men 
In the entrance hallway of the 
nonuaie which lie built iv an in¬ 
sert otlon to him ar»d Mrs. Brady, it 
reads: 'This novitiate lor the train¬ 
ing of young men destined to be 
priei<ts or brothers In I he Society of 
Jesus va^ erected In 103g>t929 by Mr. 
and Mnw Nicholas Prcderlo Brady 
and Is placed at their iwqiierst under 
the patronage of the heroic apostle I 
of ttw Huron.5. Isaac Jogues. martyr { 
pclest of the Society of Jesus.’* 

The novitiate, which will eventually 
house 200 young men training for 
the Jesuit priesthood, occupies a hill¬ 
side plot of itearly 300 acres about 
a milo northea>.L of tltc borough of 
WernersvUle. It if. valued at con¬ 
siderably more tlran gl.OOO.OOO. and 


eootains rare marbles, paintings and 
carvings amoiig its furnlshlogB. 

The Jesuit priest for whom the 
building has been named. Isaac 
Jogucs. was a mlfislontry among the 
Huron Indians of New York and. be¬ 
lieved to be a sorcerer, was tortured 
and decapitated in 1949. He is about 
to be canonised by the CathoUc 
church « 

The novitiate, when St is completed 
and In use. wUl be one of the largest 
educational Institutions in the ijcba- 
non valley.
